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The  Science-Technology  year  has  been  a  busy 
one  and  we  hope  as  profitable  as  those  in  the 
past.  We  were  under  rather  more  pressure  than 
as  the  period  between  conventions  was  a 
lie  less  than  eleven  months.  Our  first  problem 
of  the  year  concerned  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Metals  Section  from  the  Division.  The  problem 
was  not  due  to  the  withdrawal  as  such  but  rather 
to  the  fact  that  no  precedent  existed;  SLA  con¬ 
stitution  and  by-laws  made  no  provision  for  such 
a  contingency  and  our  Division  had  no  by-laws 
to  cover  the  situation.  After  many  false  moves 
matters  now  seem  to  be  moving  toward  a  satis¬ 
factory  solution.  Funds  allocated  to  the  Metals 
Section  by  the  Science-Technology  Division  were 
voted  to  the  new  Metals  Division  at  the  annual 
business  meeting  in  Toronto.  Ttey  were  turned 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Metals  Division  and 
a  report  of  their  disbursement  was  included  in 
our  annual  reports  as  they  were  originally  the 
Metals  Section  allotment.  We  have  attempted  in 
the  by-laws  which  are  being  presented  today  to 
work  out  some  of  the  problems  involved  in  such 
a  move  by  setting  up  procedures  to  be  followed 
and  allowing  time  for  thoughtful  consideration 
before  breaking  with  the  parent  organization.  A 
representative  from  each  of  the  Metals  and 
Science-Technology  Divisions  will  meet  with 
the  present  Chairmen  of  each  Division  during 
this  convention  to  draw  up  a  summary  of  events 
fading  to  the  change  of  status  of  the  Metals 
^Ktion  to  a  Division.  This  will  be  for  the  pur- 
^mse  of  having  correct  information  in  the  SLA, 
Metals  and  Science- Technology  Division 
archives.

It  was  necessary  last  year  to  appoint  a  new 
chairman  for  the  Bibliography  of  Scientific 
Awards  project  m  the  ^oniginal  appointee, 
Gretchen  Little,  had  to  withdraw  because  of 
pressing  SLA  duties.  Margaret  Firth  took  on  this 
responsibility  and  the  Division  owes  her  a  vote 
of  thanks  for  she  has  brought  the  project  practi¬ 
cally  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

Three  new  projects  were  started  this  year: 

1  -  Subject  Headings  in  Chemistry;  new 

ed. 

2  -  Union  List  of  Technical  Periodicals; 

4th  ed. 

3  -  Division  By-laws 
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The  Sections  have  been  active  as  the  reports 
mailed  oa  April  23rd  show.  All  of  them  have 
helped  to  bring  the  Bibliography  of  Scientific 
Awards  up  to  date.  One  of  the  outstanding  results 
of  Section  cooperation  was  the  Division  conven¬ 
tion  wide  program  followed  by  a  Division  wide 
program  presented  Monday  under  the  very  able 
leadership  of  Margaret  Milligan.  The  Engineering 
Section  is  completing  their  work  on  Current 
Abstracting  Periodicals  and  Services  in  Engi¬ 
neering.  The  Pharmaceutical  Section  underwrote 
the  additional  cost  off 300  for  the  February  issue 
of  Special  Libraries  published  as  die  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  issue.  Other  Sections  have  made  equally 
important  conaibutions  which  will  come  out  in 
the  reports. 

T bree  new  projects  have  been  suggested  with¬ 
in  the  past  few  weeks  too  late  to  be  started 
during  this  term  of  office.  They  are  on  the 
agenda  for  this  business  meeting  but  are  briefly 
noted  here  for  the  record. 

1  -  A  cooperative  Division  project  covering 
scientific  meetings.  This  could  be  set  up  like 
Unlisted  Drugs  with  libraries  in  each  field 
searching  given  journals  for  information  about 
meetings,  turning  it  in  to  a  central  pool  for 
monthly  publication.  This  could  develop  into  a 
very  useful  service  with  good  financial  possi¬ 
bilities. 

2  -  Technical  Libraries.  The  first  edition 
this  important  work  has  been  nearly  sold  out.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  this  edition  be  repro¬ 
duced  by  fdioto-offset  to  meet  current  demand. 


3  ~  Translations  of  articles  from  Russian 
journals  run  far  behind  and  it  has  been  suggested 
that  as  a  Division  we  make  an  effort  to  have 
chosen  ones  currently  translated. 

Four  mailings  were  sent  out  to  the  membership 
this  year.  The  work  involved  in  getting  out  a 
mailing  is  incredible,  but  the  limits  of  the  bud¬ 
get  make  it  impossible  to  get  it  all  done  com¬ 
mercially.  This  raises  the  question  of  the 
Division  becoming  financially  responsible  for 
its  obligations. 

One  of  the  substitutes  suggested  for  the  mail¬ 
ing  has  been  to  increase  either  the  size  or  num¬ 
ber  of  issues  of  Sci-Tech  News,  to  include  here 
the  information  usually  put  into  the  mailings,  and 
to  send  it  to  every  member  of  the  Division  for  a 
small  charge,  probably  as  low  as  one  dollar  a 
year.  In  making  this  suggestion  we  are  aware 
that  there  are  some  purely  technical  problems  to 
be  solved,  as  the  mailing  of  invoices,  etc.,  but 
the  basic  problem  is  not  one  of  mechanics.  It  is 
rather  the  necessity  for  all  members  to  be  in¬ 
formed  through  a  Division  news  organ  for  whj^fe 
each  person  is  willing  to  bear  his  fair  share  wr 
the  cost. 


An  appeal  was  made  for  members  to  vote  in 
the  mailing  containing  the  ballot.  Slightly  over 
400  persons  returned  ballots  last  year  and  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  more  than  700  returned  them 
this  year.  Attention  to  this  matter  of  membership 
participation  could  probably  improve  the  per¬ 
centage  in  the  future. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1  -  It  was  out  intention  to  try  to  give  the  whole 
Division  a  more  or  less  complete  picture  of  the 
year's  work  in  sending  out  the  mailing  containing 
the  annual  reports.  It  is  time  consuming  to  have 
complete  reports  read  at  die  annual  business 
meeting;  summaries  by  the  Chairman  may  omit 
important  data,  and,  only  a  small  percentage  of 
the  membership  attends  the  convention.  We  have 
had  so  many  favorable  comments  on  this  mailing 
that  I  recommend  it  be  an  annual  affair.  If  other 
mailings  should  be  discontinued  for  any  reason 
I  suggest  that  this  one  be  continued. 

2  -  The  publication  of  Current  Abstracting 
Periodicals  and  Services  in  Engineering  was 
mentioned  earlier  in  this  report.  We  have  f^^ 
that  this  project  could  very  well  be  Divis^| 
wide,  but  it  did  not  seem  wise  to  hold  up  the 
Engineering  Section  project  in  order  to  expand 
it  to  other  Sections.  Reading  over  the  Metals 
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Divisioa  annual  report  I  find  that  they  are  con* 
templating  a  similar  project  covering  mining  and 
metallurgy.  I  recommend  that  the  remaining  Sec¬ 
tions  cover  their  respective  fields  in  the  area  of 
abstracting  periodicals. 

3  -  Our  Division  is  very  large.  This  in  itself 
makes  possible  many  of  the  fine  contributions 
made  to  the  Association  and  the  profession  at 
large.  On  the  other  hand  our  size  creates  pro¬ 
blems.  One  of  the  most  serious  as  I  see  it  is 
that  of  welding  the  Division  into  a  single  work¬ 
ing  unit  and  at  the  same  time  giving  each  Section 
complete  autonomy.  Our  Division  wide  program 
this  year  was  an  attempt  to  bring  the  Sections 
together  in  a  single  project.  No  one  of  our 
specialties  is  larger  or  more  embracing  than  the 
Division  and  I  recommend  that  further  effmts  be 
made  to  use  all  of  the  Sections  in  making  a 
stronger  Division. 

4  -  The  problem  of  Sci-Tech  News  will  be 
thoroughly  discussed  at  this  meeting.  All  of  the 
membership  through  the  mailings  have  been 
^^rted  to  the  problems  involved  here  and  kept 
^^past  of  our  thinking.  I  recommend  that  a  con- 
tuuing  committee  be  appointed  by  our  incoming 
chairman  to  carry  on  if  necessary  after  the  dis¬ 
cussion  today. 

This  has  been  a  stimulating  and  interesting 
year  for  me.  The  cooperation  given  me  could 
not  be  improved  upon.  No  mailing  went  out  but 
members  of  the  Division  wrote  to  express 
appreciation  for  one  thing  or  another  included. 

I  have  been  particularly  gratified  for  the  many 
letters  received  regarding  Sci-Tech  News  which 
have  wished  us  well  on  the  project.  I  am  also 
more  than  grateful  for  those  which  pointed  out 
the  problems  to  be  encountered. 

We  have  not  tried  during  this  short  eleven 
months  to  solve  all  of  the  problems  of  'the 
Division,  but  we  have  tried  to  give  careful,  in¬ 
telligent  and  unemotional  consideration  to  a  few 
of  them.  We  hope  the  future  will  show  that  we 
have  served  you  wisely  and  well.  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have 
helped  in  the  work  this  year  and  to  voice  my 
appreciation  for  your  many  expressions  of  kind¬ 
ness  and  friendliness  during  my  term  of  office. 
Being  your  Chairman  has  been  a  rewarding  ex- 
gerience  long  to  be  remembered.

Membership:  Totals  are:  ,1797  members  as  of 
April  28,  1954;  1312  held  membership  in  one  or 
more  sections;  485  checked  no  section  affiliation. 

Bibliography  of  Scientific  Awards:  A  Septem¬ 
ber  publication  date  is  anticipated.  4000  award 
winners  have  been  indexed.  The  subject  index 
will  be  completed  this  summer. 

Division  History:  Elsie  Ray  would  like  to  be 
pm  on  the  mailing  list  for  any  Section  Histories 
that  may  be  compiled;  also  for  stories  of  pro¬ 
jects  that  have  been  carried  to  completion. 

Microcard  Committee:  If  members  of  the  Di¬ 
vision  have  fmther  suggestions  about  journals 
which  might  be  put  on  microcard,  let  them  tell 
Robert  Bray.  He  will  be  glad  to  approach  the 
Microcard  Foundation.  (For  details  of  the  Micro¬ 
card  Committee  report  not  included  with  the 
April  23  mailing,  see  abridged  report  elsewhere 
in  this  issue.)

Roster  of  Scientific  and  Technical  Librarians: 

658  or  39%  of  the  forms  sent  out  have  been  re¬ 
turned.  A  continuation  through  a  National  Scien¬ 
tific  Foundation  grant  to  a  professional  group 
is  recommended  for  completing  work  on  the 
roster. 

Union  List  of  Technical  Periodicals,  4th  ed.: 
13,000  cards  or  between  one-fomth  and  one-fifth 
of  those  expected  have  been  received.  Study  was 
recommended  for  improving  working  methods, 
since  there  was  a  lapse  of  nine  years  between 
the  third  and  fourth  editions. 

By-Laws:  The  revised  version  as  mailed  to 
the  entire  membership  was  accepted. 

Technical  Libraries:  The  3000  copies  of 
Technical  Libraries  have  been  sold  out.  There 
were  many  foreign  ret^uests.  "Hie  book  is  being 
used  as  a  text  in  library  science  courses  and  in 
special  libra  ries^  Irene  Strieby  presented  a  strong  | 
case  for  immediate  revision.  However,  a  certain 
urgency  was  felt  which  compelled  the  member¬ 
ship  to  endorse  the  request  for  reprinting  and 
at  the  same  time  to  suggest  that  work  be  start^^ 
immediately  on  a  revision. 

Correlation  Index:  4SH)  copies  have  been  s<^ 
of  the  1000  printed. 

Translations:  These  are  coming  into  the  Pool 
at  the  rate  of  88  per  month.  There  is  a  backlog 
of  600  waiting  to  be  listed.  A  serial  publication 
may  be  started  in  which  such  translations  are 
listed.  Although  there  had  been  some  discussion 
of  recommending  to  commercial  translators  that 
they  complete  one  particular  Russian  journal 
first,  the  problem  was  not  considered  acute 
enough  to  handle  at  this  time. 

Metals  Section:  This  section  was  officially 
dissolved  and  its  funds  turned  over  to  the  new 
Metals  Division.

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


We  hove  reod  with  interest  the  item  in  the  March 
issue  of  Sci-Tech  News  in  which  a  reader  expresses 
a  wish  to  see  the  “Names  in  the  News”  index  re¬ 
instated  in  CHEMICAL  AND  ENGINEERING  NEWS. 
We  are  happy  to  note  that  this  index  has  been  a 
useful  tool  in  past  years. 

During  the  past  year  or  two  we  have  been  giving 
much  attention  to  the  problems  of  indexing  CHEMICAL 
AND  ENGINEERING  NEWS.  As  you  know,  the 
a  mount  of  material  we  publish  has  grown  tremendously. 
We  reached  the  point  in  1952  where  we  published 
34  pages  of  index,  18  of  which  were  names  in  the 
news.  Even  in  this  amount  of  space  we  were  not 
able  to  do  a  complete  job. 

We  decided  to  take  a  good  hard  look  at  the 
indexing  problem  from  two  points  of  view,  the 
reader's  needs  and  internal  ACS  office  requirements. 
We  learned  by  means  of  questionnaires  that  a 
relatively  small  proportion  of  C  &  EN’s  readers 
made  use  of  the  index.  However  the  smalt  per¬ 
centage  of  subscribers  who  did  use  it  regularly 
found  it  extremely  helpful.  For  the  needs  of  this 
latter  group  and  for  our  own  staff  needs,  it  was 
clear  that  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  index 
was  desirable. 

rowever,  the  cost  of  publishing  the  large  number 
pages  required  in  all  of  the  more  than  80,000 
copies  of  C  &  EN  was  prohibitive.  Not  only  that, 
it  was  also  a  waste  of  paper  and  space  that  could 
be  more  efficiently  used  for  other  material. 

We  decided,  therefore,  to  publish  in  C  &  EN 
generally  adequate,  but  much  less  comprehensive 
indexes.  At  the  some  time,  we  decided  to  produce 
very  thorough  indexes  including  "Names  in  the 
News”,  and  to  print  by  typewriter  offset  method 
sufficient  copies  for  those  who  wish  to  have 
them. 


Starting  with  the  1953  volume  this  expanded 
index  has  been  prepared  in  two  parts,  the  “Names 
in  the  News*  listing  and  a  detailed  subject  index. 
The  first  of  these  was  printed  last  month  and  is 
now  available  at  a  price  of  $3.00.  The  second  part 
will  be  available  in  another~few  weeks,  also  atthe 
price  of  $3.00.  Both  these  ports  are  much  larger  than 
previous  indexes,  the  name  index  alone  comprising 
some  17,000  namqs,  taken  from  all  sections  of  the 
magazine.  "ThT  subject  index  represents  all  sections 
of  the  magazirte,  and  a  number  of  improvements 
have  been  made  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the 
subject  listing.  Already,  a  good  number  of  companies, 
libraries,  and  individuals  have  ordered  copies. 

For  1954,  we  will  publish  these  expanded  indexes 
on  a  quarterly  basis.  With  the  experience  gained 
from  preparation  of  the  1953  index,  we  hope  to 
hove  the  quarterly  indexes  available  in  the  future 
a  few  weeks  following  the  close  of  each  quarter. 
Without  the  limitations  of  space  and  time  imposed 
having  the  index  in  the  magazine  itself,  we 
^Hieve  we  will  be  able  ^o  provide  a  detailed,  yet 
up-to-date  index  for  readers  who  keep  or  bind 

C  &  EN.

Tentative  price  $300. 

2)  "Microlez”  (Lawyers  Cooperative  Publg. 
Co.,  Rochester,  N.Y.)  microreproduction  of  200 
pages  oo6Vi  by  8^  in.  photographically  sensitive 
paper,  with  two  microprints  laminated  back  to 
back.  (Library  of  Congress,  "Information  Biile- 
tin”  V.  13,  No.  10,  P.  13,  March  8,  1954).  Ex¬ 
hibited  at  the  National  Microfilm  Association 
April  1-2,  1954  meeting.  Edition  breakeven  point 
thought  to  be  about  that  of  microcards. 

3)  A $160-170 (tentative)reader  for  "Microlez”. 

4)  Sixteen  of  the  500  or  more  periodical  titles 
wanted  in  1951  are  available  now  on  microcards, 
and  all  but  one  were  not  among  the  most  wanted 
titles.  Many  partial  runs  were  shown  to  be 
wanted  in  that  survey.  The  most  recent  titles 
issued  by  the  Microcard  Foundation  have  been 
broken  into  "units”  of  5-10  volume  size,  in 
general,  and  can  be  bought  as  units.  The  usual 
cost  runs  $25  to  $50.  It  is  therefore  now  possible 
for  us  to  increase  out  shelf  space  by  converting 
the  very  early  and  lesser  used  years  of  our  long 
runs  into  microcards  with  whatever  expenditure 
we  can  afford. 

5)  The  Subcommittee  on  Mechanical  Aids  to 
"Chemical  Abstracts”  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society’s  Publications  Committee  has  begun  an 
evaluation  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  various  competitive  methods  of  microrepro¬ 
duction  as  applied  to  the  Society’s  publications 
(CHEM.

Among  reasons  mentioned  for  not  subscribing 
to  the  NEWS  were  these: 

1.  The  material  duplicates  what  has  been  read 
or  may  be  read  in  other  publications  such 
as  CHEMICAL  LITERATURE,  e.g. 

2.  A  subscription  to  one  library  often  takes 
care  of  several  staff  members. 

3.  The  mailings  of  the  Division  include  all 
the  important  information  about  the  Division. 

4.  It  is  difficult  to  know  where  to  send  sub¬ 
scriptions  because  the  Business  Manager 
is  changed  so  frequently. 

5.  It  is  a  nuisance  to  bother  sending  in  the 

$1.00. 

The  main  reason  for  suggesting  the  new 
method  of  distribution  was  to  eliminate  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  Division  mailings  by  carrying  all 
Division  news  in  SCI-TECH  NEWS.  Both  the 
Division  and  the  Sections  have  been  relying  on 
the  generosity  of  member’s  companies  for  a  good 
share  of  the  expense.  If  the  NEW'S,  according  to 
the  proposal,  were  to  be  published  bimonthly, 
coverage  of  both  Division  and  Section  material 
could  be  complete  and  prompt. 

The  proposal  for  100%  subscription  to  SCI- 
TECH  NEWS  was  approved  by  those  present  at 
the  annual  meeting.

MEMORIAL  TO  M.  BETH  HART 

We  have  lost  a  beloved  and  respected  member, 
but  we  shall  never  forget  ber. 

Betb  Hart,  Associate  Chief  Librarian  of  the 
Esso  Research  Center,  Linden,  S.  died 
December  1,  1953,  after  a  two  month' s  illness. 

A  charter  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Chapter 
of  the  Special  Libraries  Association,  and  its 
first  treasurer,  Betb  served  on  many  Chapter 
Committees,  particularly  finance,  auditing  and 
nominating.  She  also  served  on  SLA  committees, 
and  at  the  time  of  ber  death  was  Petroleum 
Section  representative  for  the  SLA  Awards 
project. 

Betb  was  an  active  contributor  to  many  other 
professional  and  community  organizations.  She 
was  registered  as  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey 
Patent  Law  Association,  and  was  admitted  to 
practice  before  the  United  States  Patent  Office 
in  1951.  She  contributed  ber  efforts  to  the 
work  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  YWCA, 
and  the  Epwortb  Methodist  Church.  In  1948,  she 
"adopted"  a  14-year’old  Spanish  girl,  wb^^ 
father  was  imprisoned  for  bis  anti-fas^^ 
activities.
